Eeports  01  serious  injury  hWe  Been  received  from  Louisiana, 
hi  ssi  ssippi , Arloansas,  Missouri,  Iona,  Kansas,  ileBraska,  ilinnesota,  Indiana, 
and  north  Carolina.  In  the  Mississippi  Delta  cutuornis  me  causing  very  ccn- 
sideraBle  damage  on  the  lands' from  uhich  the  uater  has  recently  receded. 

V/ireuorms  have  Been  attracting  considcraole  attentiOxi  ixi  -idely  scattered 
regions  and  on  a marked  variety  of  crops.-  Reports  of  damage  have  :een  received 
from  Montana,-  Kansas,  He'crad^,  Minnesota,  Indiana,  Morth  Carolina,  and  Vir-

The  chinch  Bug  has  received  a very  decided  setback  in  the  East -Central 

States  from  the  continued  met  veather.  On  the  other'  'han-d,  in  parts  of  MeBraska 
the  destru-ctive  abundance  of  this  insect  is  very  materially  increased,  and 
cornfields  adjacent  to  volunteer  -heat  are  suffering  severel^m  heavy  rains 
have  reduced  the  serious  infestations  in  the  eastern  half  of  Kansas.

This  should  Be  the 
forerunner  of  successive  ear-^-’orm  infestations  north'',ard. 


The  stalk  Borer  is  generally  pr*evalent  over  the  entire  upper  M'isrdssiopi 
Valley.  Reports  of  unusual  abundance  of  the  young  larvae  nave  Been  received 
from  Indiana,  Illinois,  Ka.nsas , HeBra.-ska,  and  Minnesota.

Gentral  States,  hecomng  less  trouhlesorne  from  Illinois  ^-astuar d.  In  the 
Facij-ic  horthuest  the  general  situation  is  very  favorable. 

Tne  eastern  oent  caterpillar  is  ■ at  ill  ■•very  numerous  throughout  i'e^'.'  England 
and  the  Middle  Atlantic  States. 

Pr-elirninar.}/  surveys  indicate  that  the- plum  curcnlio  mil  he  more  x^nevalent 
in  hassachusett 3 than  la.st  year.  This  same  condition  prevails  southward  to 
Georgia  din  par t s of  Te jci s . 

I'he  Earleau.in  dag  is  ax)pai''ently  in  usu,al  aho/ndance  over  the  Calf  States. 

A ratner  unusual  ocservaticn  ms  received  from  Texas  uhere  the  insect  did  seri- 
ous damage  to  the  hlossoms  of  lilac. 

The  j'lexican  oeaii  beetle  throughout  the  southern  part  of  its  range  is  ap- 
pearing in  destructive  numbers  in  bean  fields. 

The  boll- reevil  situation  as  observed  by  the  Eederal  Labor atory  at  TalluLgdi, 
La.  , mil  not  be  released  in  time  to  be  included  in  this  issue  of  the  Survey 
bulletin.  L’he  June  1 record  indicates  that  greater  su-rvival  of  recvils  occurred 
at  all  x'dints  -■here  observations  's-ere  made  rith  the  exception  of  Aaburn,  Ala.  , 
-Baton  Bouge , La.  , end  Experiment,  G-a.  Reports  from  2'ortli  Carolina  indicate  that 
survival  mas  a.n.usually  heavy.  Similar  records  have  been  received  from  practi- 
cally all  sections  of  Mississippi  mth  the  exception  of  the  Delta  region, 

'The  cotton  flea  hopxeer  is  generally  not  very  abundant  in  the  cotton  fields, 
although  present  in  large  numbers  on  other  plants.  Some  dama.ge  mas  reported 
from  lp)rth  Ganelina. 

Only  one  report,  and  that  doubtful,  of  the  cotton  leaf  ""orm  has  been  ro- 
ceived  so  far  this  x^ear  , and  that  from  Tennessee. 

The  periodical  cicada  is  appearing  in  very  limited  numbers  in  ports  of 
"Jest  Virginia.  Some  heretofore  unrecorded  localities  have  been  observed^  this 
sea  son. 


Considerable  trouble  from  the  "Thite -marked  tussock  moth  is  anticipated  in 
western  Mem  York,  in  Ohio,  and  in  Indiana. 

The  Mexican  bean  beetle  has  been  discovered  on  the  government  farm  at 
Arlington,  Virginia,  adjacent  to  Washington,  D.  C. 


The  fall  canker v/^orm  seems  to  "be  in"  eoideiaic  abundance  in  the  I^e^rr  J^n^land 
States,  hew  Jersey,  and  Penn s.ylvaj'ia.  In  the  last  State,  the  infestation  is 
reported  as  the  worst  ohser^n^d  in  the  past  4o  years. 

Aphids  on  maples  are  extremely  abundant  in„Ohio  and  Indiana,  where  tney 
are  causing  considerable  annoyance  in  the  cities  by  heavy  excnetions  of  ho.-.-ey- 
de--r.

Spittle  insects  have  been  reported  in  unusue.l  abundance  on  grasses  and 
garden  plants,  over  a considerable  territory  in  southern  Ontario.

A species  of  cedar  tip  borer  is  generally  infesting  ^hite  cedars  t roug. 
out  New  Bninswick,  The  heaviest  infestations  were  noted  in  Kings  County, 
where  cedars  over  a considerable  area  have  been  largely  defoliated. 


Large  areas  of  balsam  are  reported  dea.d  or  dying  on  hunters  Eange,  nor 
east  of  Mara,  British  Col'onbia,  as  a result  of  the  attacks  of  a bark  beetle,

The  early  aspen  leaf  curler,  Exentera  oremonana  hlshm. , has  severely  in- 
fested the  foliage  of  poplars,  in  south-central  Saskatchewan,  many  trees  hav- 
ing 50  per  cent  of  their  leaves  curled.

Damage  of  this  sort  has 
oeen  reported  as  far  to  the  west  a^s  Harlan  and  Ermas  Coiuities 
and  is  still  in  progress.  (h^ay  25-Jane  25):  Complaints  of  dam- 
hy  white  grabs  in  southern  Eebraska  continued  to  be  received 
until  to^ai'd  the  middle  of  Ja.ne.

H.  P.  Plint  (June  2.0)  : June  has  heen,  on  the  uhole , a very  wet 
month,  and  the  areas  which  were  Guite  heavily  infested  vrith 
chinch  hugs  last  season  are  now  more  nearly  free  from  this  insect 
than  has  heen  the  case  for  a numher  of  years.  The  chinch  hug  on 
the  \Yhole  has  received  a very  severe  sethack  this  season. 


J.  0.  Pepper  (June  lO)  : The  infestation  of  this  insect  in  tne 
Piedmont  section  is  increasing  rapidly.

P.  '.P  hadley  (June  iS):  The  green  hug  became  very  scarce  after 
last  s’ammer  ’ 3 outbreak,  o-diig  to  enemies, food  scarcity,  and  un- 
favorable ^--eather  . It  continued  to  decrease  through  the  fall, 
tl'-ough  still  existing  in  soots.  Po  eggs  '‘■ere  found,  and  no

I'le  .younger  and  weaker  fields  seeded  last  fall  have 
oeen  injured,  "many  of  them  halving  been  destrojPd,  but  in  many 
cases  larger  and  older  fields  have  also  been  more  or  less  stripped 
of  -cheir  leaves.  The  center  of  this  injury  is  in  the  area  en- 
closed b^T-  .Alt  el  ope,  Creele.^g  and  Madison  Counties,  but  it  extends 
'-est  to  Cherry  County  and  south  to  hum ck  and  Kali  Counties.  To  - 
g-dhcr,  hundreds  of  acres  of  alfalfa  have  been  injured  b\^  these 
cutw/crms  during  -the  period  covered  b\^  this  report.

Appar- 
ently this  borer  is  rather  widespread  throughout  the  State. 

The  lateness  of  the  corn  and  small  size  of  the  borers  at  the  pre- 
sent time  indicate  that  considerable  -damage  will  result.  This 
borer  is  becoming  an  annual  pest  and  should  emphasize  the  im- 
loortance  of  better  farm  practices.

CCTWCEMS  (Foctuidae)

has  been  more  destruction  of  young  corn  by  the  several  common 
species  of  cutworms  that  are  frequently  responsible  for  this 
sort  of  injury  than  during  any  spring  since  I912.  The  protracted 
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subnormal  temperatures  have  slo^^Ted  up  Doth  the  growth  of  the  corn 
and  of  the  cutworms  so  that  the  latter  have  continued  their  de- 
predations throu^ho'dt  the  period  covered  hy  this  report.  A.  very 
great  amount  of  replanting  has  had  to  he  done  for  this  reason, 
this  sometimes  involxung  the  greater  part  of  large  fields  and  un~ 
douotedly  aggregating  many  thousands  of  acres  of  corn  in  the 
State  as  a whole.  The  species  that  have  been  most  prominent  are 
D'axoa  messoria . Feltla  ducens.  and  Deltia  venerabilis.  There 
fields  of  alfalfo.  y/ere  adjacent  to  corn  there  was  a considerable 
migration  of  cutyrorms  from  the  alfalfa  to  the  corn  during  the 
first  10  days  in  June,  since  which  tim^e  there  have  been  no  com.- 
plaints  of  f'orther  cutworm  inj'ory  in  the  alfalfa  fields.  Although 
injury  by  cutvTorms  to  young  corn  has  been  general  throughout  the 
State,  apparently  the  most  severe  corn  cutting  by  these  pests 
has  occurred  in  the  northeastern  section  of  the  Stats,  that  is, 
the  portion  li^ung  north  of  the  4dth  parallel  and  east  of  the  99'th 
meridian.

E.  P.  Felt  (June  24):  Various  plant  lice  have  been  abundant  dur- 
ing the  past  two  weeks  on  elms,  maples,  and  lindens  and  the  rosy 
aphid  somewhat  numerous  upon  apple  trees  in  various  sections  of 
the  ete.te.  The  woolly  elm  leaf  aphid  has  also  been  abundant  in 
some  localities.  Plant  lice  are  very  numerous  on  tea  and  hybrid 
perpetual  roses  at  Rochester  and  other  species  upon  a number  of 
trees  and  shrubs  (R,  E,  Horsey). 

J.  J.  Davis  (June  2):  Apple  aphids  have  not  shown  up  very  abundantly. 
At  Bedford,  April  10,  stem  mothers  and  a f ew  young  of  Auhis  a vena,  e 
were  present  on  almost  every  cluster  and  likewise  with  every  aphid 
colony  was  an  egg  or  larva  of  a syrphid,  Syrphus  americana.  When 
the  same  orchard  was  visited  again,  Ivfay  2 and  aga.in  May  20,  the 
aphids  of  this  species  were  practically  eliminated.  On  April  10 
in  the  sam.9  orchard  a single  stem  mother  of  the  rosy  apple  aphid 
was  observed.  On  May  22  occasional  clusters  were  to  be  found,  and 
apparently  the  first  winged  form,  appeared  that  day.  (June  24): 
Probably  the  most  conspicuous  outbreak  of  the  nr'th  is  the  comeback 
by  Aphididae,  Aphids  are  exceedingly  abundant  everywhere  and  on 
everything.  Tlie  rosy  apple  aphid  is  spotted  according  to  our  ob- 
servations, but  the  green  apple  aphid  occirrs  in  large  numbers. 

They  are  especially  destructive  to  young  trees  and  small  trees 
which  were  top- worked  following  the  severe  bli^t  damage  last  year. 
Cherry  is  also  heavily  infested  with  the  black  cherry  aphid.  Shade 
trees  of  many  kinds  are  infested  and  include  linden,  boxelder,  and 
.maples, 

A,  C.  Burrill  (May  31):  ^The  bro'.m  aphid  on  grapevines  is  epidemic, 
.just  as  the  brown  plum  aphid,  previously  reported,  continues  in 
quite  serious  epidemic,  also  some  black  aphid  on  shepherd ’ s- purse. 

(June  10):  Syrphids  and  lady  beetles  are  not  attacking  plant  lice 
generally. 

APPLE 

APPLE  APHID  (Aphis  pomi  DeG, ) 

M.  P.  Zappe  (June  22):  Coccinellid  larvae  and  syrphid  larvae  are  not 
pres'ent  in  sufficient  numbers  to  hold  aphids  in  check.  It  is  early 
in  the  season  and  not  very  many  aphids  are  present  but  they  have  been 
increasing  rapidly  in  the  last  few  weeks. 

P.  Flint  (June  20 ):  The  .green  apple  aphid  is  quite  abundant  in 
the  southern  and  central  sections  of  the  State,  It  is  causing  some 
damage  to  murseries.

J.  J.  Davis  (June  24):  The  coolly  apple  aphid  is  very  abundant  in 
orchards  of  southern  Indiana.  This  is  especially  noticeable  in 
breaks  and  cuts  on  the  branches  of  small  trees  where  in'jured  ear- 
lier in  the  season  by  hail. 

CODLING-  MOTH  ( Carpo causa  oomonella  L. ) 


E.  P.  Mendenhall  (June  17):  Codling  moth  adults  are  emerging  in 
large  numbers  at  Columbus,  The  arsenate  of  lead  spray  should  be 
put  on  no"^. 

J.  J.  Davis  (June  2):  The  codling  moth  situation  is  again  serious. 
Winter  mortality  was  apparently  negligible.  Eirst  moths  "^ere  od- 
served  at  Bedford  May  2,  L.  P.  Steiner  observed  the  first  eggs ^ at 
Bedford  i.Ia.y  9,  but  none  hatched  until  May  21,  owing  to  cool  rainy 
weather.  B.  A.  Porter  observed  first  larvae  at  Vincennes , ^ May  20. 

The  freeze  destroyed  a large  percentage  of  the  apples  in  soath- 
ern  Indiana  and  many  orchardists  are  neglecting  their  repilar  sprays. 
It  is  a question,  therefore,  whether  the  scarcity  of  fruit  will  ma- 
terially lessen  the  codling  moth  menace  for  the  next  year.  ^ (Jme 
24);  The  codling  moth  situation  is  serious  in  southern  Indiana* 

Shier gence  extended  over  a.  long  period  because  of  cool  weather  an 
as  a result  there  will  be  no  distinct  period  between  hatching  0 
first-brood  worms  and  those  of  the  second  brood. 

W.  ?.  Plint  (June  20);  A.dults  of  the  overwintering  brood  of  the 
codling  moth  have  practically  ceased  to  emerge  in  southern  and  cen- 
tral Illinois.  Sinergence  took  place  over  a long  period  and  compar- 
atively few  eggs  were  laid  owing  to  the  cool  ni^ts.  Up  to  "^e 
it  was  very  difficult  to  find  apples  showing  entrances.  Mr.  Chan- 
dler took  the  first  larvae  under  bands  in  southern  Illinois  d^ing 
the  week  of  Jpne  13.  Most  commercial  orchards  are  very  free  irom 
injury  by  this  insect  up  to  this  date. 

A.  C.  Burrill  (June  21):  There  seems  to  be  little  codling  moth  not- 
ed in  this  river  valley  section. 


H.  L.  Parker  (J-uae  20):  A'oout  50  per  cent  mortality  over  T’inter  in 
the  orchard  region  near  Troy.  Better  control  is  expec  ® ^ 

since  the  weather  is  not  so  dry  and  hot,  Tnis^pest  win  ere 
very  successfully  about  'Tichita,  It  emerged  with  slig  a i y* 

At  Bells  Plains  south  of  here  it  is  a continuous  round  oi  spraying 
to  partially  control  this  insect. 
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W.  B.  Madee  (June  Ij):  On  June  3 over^dnter ing  larvae  and  some 
pupae  ^vere  found  in  the  orchard  home  section  near  Missoula,  Liv- 
ing specimens  i^re  considerably  easier  to  find  than  usual  at  this 
season. 

E.  J.  ITewcomer  (June  1):  First  adults  of  the  codling  moth  were 
observed  May  4.  Continued  cool  weather  during. the  latter  half  of 
i^fe.y  has  prevented  oviposition,  and  this,  toget'/ver  with  some  Y/inter 
mortality,  shou:ld  make  the  codling  moth  a less-  serious  pest  in  the 
Pacific  northwest  this  year  than  for  several  years  past.  Unfavor- 
able weather  has  made  it  difficult  for  gror^rs  to  apply  the  calyx 
spray  at  the  right  time.  The  first  favorable  weather  for  oviposi- 
tion of  any  consequence  occurred, May  3I  June  1.

A.  I.  Bourne  (June  20):  The  apple  tent  caterpillar  has  been  a'cput- 
as  abundant  as  last  year.  Ho ' appreciable  increase  in  abundance 
has  been  reported  from  any  section.  If  anything,  there  has  been 
a slight  decrease  in  their  numbers.  At  the  time  of  our  April  re- 
port, I gave  some  prelimdnary  figures  relative  to  parasitism. 

Since  that'  time  we  have  drai.'m  deductions  of  counts  from  about 
13,000  eggs  of  this  insect  and  found  that  the  average  parasitism 
for  this  number  was  7*22  per  cent.  The  egg  masses  showed  an 
average  hatch  of  between  85  and  86  per  cent.  The  amount  of  para- 
sitism was  found  to  vary  considerably  according  to  egg  masses,-;  t:- 
ranging  from  0 up  to  27  or  28  per  cent.  From  the  average  percent- 
age of  parasitism,  however,  it  would  not  appear  that  vie  could  de- 
pend on  the  natural  enemies  of  this  insect  to  reduce  it  materially 
by  the  next  season.  The  larvae  had,  by  early  June,  for  the  most 
part,  completed  feeding  and  had  begun  to  crawl  about.  The  first 
cocoons  were  noted  about  the  l’2th  to  l4th. 

E.  P.  Felt  (June  24):  The  apple  tent  caterpillar Malacosoma 
amer i cana . is  reported  as  numerous  throughout  Monroe  County,  com- 
pletely stripped  trees  being  seen  (Um.

Ml  H.  Swenk  (April  25-Ma.y  ?5):  Last  month  reports  of  damage  by 
the  termite  He ticulit ernes  tibialis  Banks  from  Douglas,  Nemaha, 
Lancaster  and  Phelps  Counties  were  recorded.  Since  April  25,  more 
reports  of  damage  to  buildings  have  been  received  from  Julian 
and  Auburn  in  Nemaha  County,  Palis  City  in  Richardson  County, 
Tranklin  in  Pranklin  County,  and  Beaver  City  in  Purnas  County* 

Two  residences  at  Pranklin  are  report©#  as  badly  injured,  while 
several  houses  and  granaries  are  heavily  infested  in  the  Bea- 
ver City  vicinity,  (May  85- June  25):  During  the'^eriod  covered 
by  this  report,  additional  instances  of  damage  by  termites  have 
been  received  from  Omaha,  where  they  were  seriously  injuring  si 
residence,  i^rom  Pranklin,  Pranklin  County,  where  they  were  also  i. 
juring  a residence  and  killing  the  elm  shade  trees  about  it, 
and  from  Ashland,  Saunders  County,  where  they  were  killing  the 
trees  on  several  properties  in  one  section  of  the  town. 


J,  N,  McColloch  (June  20):  More  termites  than  usual  and  injuring 
woodwork  in  dwellings  and  buildings.  At  Paxico  the  high  school 
is  infested.  D'oellings  have  been  injured  at  Lacrosse,  Nalefield,, 
Lorraine,  Prankfort,  Manhattan  (three  houses).  Buildings  report-T'i 
ed  infested  at  Tamego,  Prederick,  Lorraine,  and  Lamed.  Pruit 
trees  are  being  killed  at  Prederick.

It  nas  found  that  the  tim- 
bers 01  the  roof  had  been  iDO-herpo  sted  by  a cess^onid  , He  xar  thru  s 
kj-kei  Horn.  This  insect  has  caused  similar  injui’y  to  buildings  in 
-'em  forK  and.  Hashington , and  has  also  damaged  flooring  in  houses 
in  Hashington. 

-a  HaSF  (Sti-rriiuis  fulvi  coi  ni  s R oli—er ) 

R.  h.  Earned  (June  22);  a pemphr edonid  nasp,  Stigmus  fulvi cor ni s , 
is  doing  considerable  damage  to  the  TDiazza  floor  of  a home  in 
Starimrille . The  -rasp  constructs  small  holes  about  the  size  of  the 
head  of  a pin  in  the  flooring  in  "hich  it  appears  to  be  breeding. 

A number  of  specimens  'lere  noted  to  be  carrying  aphids  in  their 
mouths  "hich  mere  evid.ently  the  food  for  their  young.  Several 
aphids  taken  from  the  uasps  appeared  to  belong  to  at  least  three 
different  species,  one  of  '^hich  .i.  1.  Hamner  thought  ’:^as  Hyzus 
per  sicae . This  is  the  second  house  kno’-n  to  be  attacked  by  the 
masps  and  so  far  as  the  uriter  lvnc"’s  the  species  has  never  been 
reported  to  be  of  economic  importance  before  this. 
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...H.  Smenk  (nay-25-June  25):  Reports  of  injury  by  stored-grain  pests 
have  been  .mneh  fe-cr  than,  usual  during  the  period  covered  by  this 
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report.  Those  that  have  keen  received  rela.te  mostly  to 'the  "sev- 
eral common  species  of  arain  beetles.
